Our  “Terms  B“  are  as  follows:  Prices  quoted  include  de- 

livery: Also  planting  in  orders  of  Si  5.00  or  over  in  such  locations 
as  we  can  reach  without  unreasonable  expense.  Beds  for  shrubs 
and  flowers  and  holes  for  trees  should  be  prepared  in  advance. 
Where  they  are  not  prepared,  a charge  of  35c  per  hour  will  be 
made  for  the  time  required  in  preparing  them.  A discount  of 

5 per  cent  will  be  allowed  on  all  orders  paid  within  30  days  from 
date  of  invoice.  After  30  days,  interest  at  the  rate  of  6 per  cent 
per  annum  will  be  charged.  We  guarantee  to  replace  at  one- 
half  price  all  plants  which  die  the  first  year. 

The  following  conditions  apply  to  both  “A*’  and  “B“:  In 

all  cases  plants  are  guaranteed  to  be  in  good  condition  when  de- 
livered but  all  complaints  of  their  condition  must  be  made  within 
ten  days  of  their  delivery.  Orders  of  $25.00  or  over  may  be 
priced  at  the  “ten's"  rate  and  orders  of  $100.00  or  over  may  be 
priced  at  the  “hundred’s**  rate.  For  this  reason  we  have  priced 
all  kinds  by  “ten's"  and  by  “hundred's"  although  some  of  them 
we  cannot  furnish  in  this  quantity.  Where  the  purchaser  wishes 
to  do  his  own  planting  or  to  assume  the  entire  risk  we  will  make 
a suitable  discount  depending  upon  the  kind  of  plants,  usually 
5 per  cent  for  assuming  the  entire  risk  and  15  per  cent  Im- 
planting.
